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The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  Board  and  the  tabular 
statement  of  the  organization  and  conduct  of  the  public  schools, 
with  which  we  open  this,  our  fifth  annual  report  to  the  town  and 
town  school-district,  exhibit  the  administration  of  our  school  affairs, 
as  clearly  as  can  well  be  done,  by  lines  and  figures,  in  the  limited 
space  allowed.  In  explanation  of  some  of  the  items,  we  offer  the 
following  remarks. 

The  interruption  and  shortening  of  the  second  term  of  the  High 
School,  by  the  sickness  of  the  first  principal  engaged,  accounts  for 
the  large  balance  of  the  appropriation  remaining  unexpended,  which 
will  be  used  for  a  supplementary  term,  two  weeks  in  length,  immed- 
iately following  the  Watson  Academy  term  which  closes  on  the  13th 
day  of  March,  obviously  too  late  to  be  made  a  subject  of  this  re- 
port. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  the  general  school  funds  is  accounted 
for  by  the  expense  of  fuel  being  ^16  less,  other  incidental  expenses 
^36  less,  and  the  literary  money  ^37  more,  than  last  year;  condi- 
tions that  could  not  be  foreseen  when  we  made  our  final  arrange- 
ments for  the  fall  terms  of  the  several  schools. 

A  saving  of  ^63  was  made  by  uniting  the  North  River  School 
with  the  Red  Oak  Hill  School,  which  enabled  us  to  add  one  week 
to  the  length  of  all  the  schools  below  the  high  school  grade  ;  and 
the  united  schools,  at  the  same  time,  were  mutually  benefitted. 

As  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  sum  of  ^400.  has  been  ex- 
pended for  text  books,  a  sum  double  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
town.  In  the  exercise  of  our  best  care  to  loan  the  books  only  wheri 
and  where  needed,  we  exhausted  the  appropriation  during  the  first 
term  of  the  schools.  As  the  law  is  peremptory  in  requiring  us  to 
purchase,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  text  books  and  other  supplies 
used  in  the  public  schools,  we  made  the  additional  purchases  re- 
quired for  the  supply  of  the  fall  terms  of  school ;  and  as  the  opera- 
tion of  a  State  law  cannot  be  defeated  by  failure  of  a  town  to   make 
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appropriation  for  carrying  the  law  into  effect,  the  Selectmen,  as  in 
duty  bound,  have  drawn  upon  the  town  treasury  for  the  payment,  in 
full,  of  the  bills  contracted  by  the  School  Board  in  the  purchase  of 
text  books.  Some  of  the  supplies  were  purchased  in  small  lots,  as 
present  needs  required,  but  we  found  it  to  be  false  economy  to  pur- 
chase, in  that  way,  supplies  of  kinds  in  general  use  in  all  the  schools, 
and  that  a  small  stock  of  such  kinds  should  be.  kept  on  hand.  As  a 
result,  we  have  now  on  hand,  suppHes  amounting  to  the  following 
sums,  valued  at  cost,  text  books  ^86.47,  writing  books  I19.30,  and 
miscellaneous  supplies  ^10.81,  aggregating  ^116.58. 

We  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  we  have  been  favored  with  the 
services  of  a  corps  of  excellent  teachers,  and,  as  in  a  former  report, 
we  express  our  regret  that  we  cannot  make  the  schools  continuous 
throughout  the  ordinary  school  year,  and  thereby  offer  inducements 
for  more  of  our  tried  and  approved  teachers  to  remain  with  us,  and 
thus  avoid  the  necessity  of  making  frequent  changes.  But  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  a  good  number  of  resident  teachers,  whom  we 
hope  to  retain  in  that  unbroken  service,  which  has  produced  in  the 
past  and  promises  for  the  future,  the  satisfactory  results  incident  to 
perseverance  in  faithful  and  intelligent  work  in  the  same  field  of  la- 
bor. No  parent  can  fail  to  appreciate  that  work,  but  may  'fail  to 
give  sufficient  expression  to  such  appreciation.  If  anybody,  besides 
the  tired  mother,  deserves  sympathy  and  encouragement,  it  is  the 
devoted  teacher  of  children,  toiUng  daily  to  the  verge  of  nervous  ex- 
haustion, and  never  allowing  the  light  of  her  beaming  countenance 
to  go  out  in  the  presence  of  her  pupils.  What  do  they  do?  "By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  Go  into  their  schools  and  witness 
the  orderly  proceedings,  the  quiet  activity  of  the  children,  their  man- 
ifest interest  in  the  exercises,  the  evidence  of  progress  in  acquiring 
useful  knowledge,  and  the  harmony  of  their  intercourse  when  work- 
ing or  playing  together.  This  is  not  mere  show,  they  are  forming 
habits  for  doing  all  such  things,  and  those  habits  become  character. 
Fathers  and  mothers,  be  grateful  to  those  teachers  for  helping  you 
in  training  your,  children.  Tax  payers  of  Epping,  grudge  them  not 
their  wages,  for  they  are  helping  to  lay  the  best  possible  foundation 
for  the  future  good  citizenship  of  our  town. 

Although  the  Watson  Academy  is  not  one  of  our  public    schools, 
its  relation  to  them  requires  something  to  be  said  of  it  in    this  re- 
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port.  The  satisfactory  progress  of  the  present  term,  with  Mr.  Frank 
B.  Flanders  as  principal  and  Miss  Clara  A.  Lane  as  assistant,  unites 
with  good  work  done  in  former  years,  in  demonstrating  that  it  fills 
an  important  place  in  our  school  system.  In  connection  with  our 
High  School,  it  supplies  a  felt  want,  that  of  instruction  at  home, 
for  such  as  cannot  go  abroad,  in  some  of  the  higher  branches  of 
study.  No  inteUigent  citizen  will  institute  a  comparison  between  it 
and  anyone  of  the  richly  endowed  institutions,  provided  with  a  full 
corps  of  salaried  instructors,  with  the  absurd  expectation  of  equal 
results.  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  attend  such  institutions, 
but  let  the  less  favored  student  take  courage  when  restricted  to 
humbler  means,  and  learn,  from  the  history  of  his  country,  that  he 
is  in  the  same  course  of  development  under  difficulties  pursued  by 
other  boys,  who,  at  maturity,  were  numbered  among  our  best  and 
greatest  men,  in  both  civil  and  mihtary  life.  President  Garfield 
said  that  with  Mark  Hopkins  as  instructor,  a  seat  at  his  side  on  a 
log  was  college  enough  for  him.  We  can  be  depended  upon  to 
supply  the  log  and  we  will  procure  the  services  of  a  prospective 
Mark  Hopkins  as  instructor  of  our  High  School  as  often  as  we  can, 
but  it  is  folly  to  expect  any  gifted  young  man  to  continue  in  the 
position,  permanently,  for  $600  per  annum,  when  salaries  for  simi- 
lar positions  range  from  $1000  to  $1500. 

Some  of  the  foregoing  remarks  and  suggestions  may  seem  to  im- 
ply, that  we  take  it  for  granted  that  the  present  town  district  sys- 
tem will  be  allowed  to  become  permanently  established  in  Epping. 
But  that  assumption  is  made  by  us  for  the  time  being,  merely  as  a 
basis  for  saying  some  things  that  need  to  be  said,  and  the  degree 
of  their  pertinency  will  depend  upon  that  contingency.  The  voters 
of  the  district  should  not  forget  that  it  is  their  right,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  to  restore  the  old  school-district  system,  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  district.
